SUMMARY

Synopsis of Bill

Senate Joint Memorial 20 resolves a permanent memorial to New Mexico veterans who have re-
ceived the Medal of Honor, the nation’s highest award for valor that can bestowed upon a mili-
tary member, be erected in the east lobby of the capitol.
